Friday afternoon while the family

gone from time to time to find homes 
amongst you. 
Whilst therefore our

POISON IN FIX>WERS 


Dainty and Beautiful Blossoms in 


Which Lurks Death. 


When the good friar in "Romeo 


and Juliet" reflected upon the prop- 
erties of the simple flower, "within 
whose infant rind poison hath resi- 
dence and medicine power," his ob- 
servation embraced a- goodly cate- 
gory of well known flowers whose se- 
cretions furnish the world with so 
many poisons. 


For instance, the laburnum, which 


has been compared to a fountain of 
gold leaping into the sun—a most 
charming sight—is one of the most 
poisonous things imaginable, inas- 
much as it is poison in leaf and flow- 
er and seed: Even the grass growing 
beneath it is poisonous by reason of 
its proximity to the innocent looking 
blossoms overhead, and it has been 
found necessary to guard against 
cattle eating this grass for fear of 
fatal results. 


The bulbs of such dainty and beau- 


tiful flowers as the narcissus, hya- 
cinth, jonquil and snowdrop, secrete

Strawberry Recipes 


For a strawberry charlotte, mash a 


pint of the strawberries aid sweeten 
them to taste. 
Fold in the stiffly- 


beaten whites of the eggs and fill the 
centre of a dish that has been lined 
with sponge cake. 
Garnish with 


whole berries. 


For strawberry sherbet, wash one 


heaping quart of hulled berries, drain 
and mash to a pulp, adding at the 
same time a pound of sugar. 
Let 


stand four hours, then add the juice 
of a lemon and three pints of cold 
water. 
Stir thoroughly and strain 


through a coarse 
cloth, 
pressing 


hard, so as to extract all of the juice. 
Taste to see that it is sufficiently 
sweet, as all berries vary in acidity; 
et on ice until chilled and serve with 
a little crushed ice in the glasses. 


For strawberry sauce to turn over 


ice cream, make a syrup of a cupful 
of sugar and three-quarters of a cup- 


syrup 
ful of water, and when the 
spins a thin thread cool it. Add 
pint box of strawberries that have 
been mashed. 
Vanilla cream is the 


best for the purpose. 
The sauce 


should be served in individual pitch- 
ers or in a general boat.

who sits right here. 
These things 
are mentioned to show that great 
'things generally take place at the 
same time. 


- "Still later, in 1860, on the very 
day the night of which William Cul- 
len -Bryant introduced Abraham Lin- 
coln to that immense audience in 
Cooper Institute, in the City of New 
York, as the next President of the 
United States, your speaker was at- 
tending a country school not over 
eight miles from here in the Dutch 
Corner, and still later, on the 18th of 
May of the same year, when Mr. Lin- 
coln received 231% votes in the Chi- 
cago convention and was nominated 
for the presidency, Judge Longeneck- 
er, by whom we have just been pleas- 
ed and delighted, was teaching you 
spelling, 
arithmetic, English and 
Latin grammar in the little town of 
Rainsburg, about ten miles to the 
south of this place, while my friend, 
M. A. Points, Esq., of this town, was 
teaching him algebra and geometry. 
Later in the same year, November, 
on the day the immortal Lincoln was 
elected President, your speaker was 
teaching his first school in the town 
of Charlesville, in Colerain Town- 
ship, a couple of his students being 
here today. 
My friends, I relate 
these things to convince you that 
great things occur at the same time. 


Spoke in German 


An address by A. V Dively, Esq , 


of Altoona was next in order. 
Not 
possessing the gift of tongues, the 
writer is unable to give more than a 
mere mention of a portion of this ad- 
dress, since it was in a, to him, un- 
known language (German), but it 
was evidently a familiar one since 
the majority of his auditors under- 
stood and enjoyed it

HECKERMAtf LETTER 


In Southern Climes—A New Railroad 


Through Mountains. 


Waynesville, N. C., June 2. 
I am writing you from Waynes- 
ville, N. C. 'Tis away up near the 
clouds and 'tis very cold, yet those 
who live here would not live any- 
where else. Just like Dad at Bed- 
ford. I have fire in my room to be 
comfortable. Frost here this morn- 
ing, I was told, and I feel as if the 
snow would be about "steen" inches 
deep in the morning. 
Speaking of those who have lived 
long at a certain place reminds me of 
a dream. 
Now 'tis not often that 
Dad dreams; only does so about cer- 
tain important events. He dreamed 
three times how the P-nut factory got 
on fire, etc., and on this particular 
occasion he dreamed and, oh. It was 
so real, tbat he was in Heaven where 
St. Peter pointed-to groups of men 
and women from Schellsburg, Ever- 
ett,. Rainsburg, St. Clairsville and all 
prominent places in Bedford County, 
but he failed to show me anyone 
from Bedford and I asked why this 
was. St. Peter, with a smile and grin 
that showed his dimples ever so 
plainly, said "oh, come with me," and 
he opened the big iron gate and led 
the way through various courts, and 
down several flights of stairs, until 
finally he opened a big iron gate and 
commanded me to enter. 
There I 
saw many of the departed from Bed- 
ford that had passed out in various 
ways. 
All shrank away from me, 


however, and I asked why people 
from the dear old town, those who 
had been prepared and had passed 
the list that had been pinned on the 
wall as against each of them were 
treated thus. Smiled again and said, 
"oh' they would not stay here if they 
were not confined in this wayas they 
all preferred to live in Bedford and 
would at once leave this abode and 
hasten back there in preference to 
enjoying this Heavenly place." 
Last week I had the pleasure of 
seeing Dr. Pres Metzger at Johnson 
City. He looks quite as rosy as of 
old and says the family are quite 
well. 
I next went to Jonesboro to spend 
some spare time at Hotel de Russell. 
I knew I would get good chicken and 
chicken gravy, made as Aunt Polly 
Weisel taught hei< daughter Mary to 
ma.kev it. 
The JRussells 
recently 
bougnt a' nice hotel property at the 
quaint old town of Jonesboro, Tenn., 
and moved there. 
It will soon be 
modernized and then they expect to 


un the hotel 
I do not know the 
name but think it will be called The 
Alary Catherine. 
Mr Russell is an 
ideal hotel man and his wife a nat- 
ural landlady. 
This trip I came over the new road, 
Carolina, Clinchfield and Ohio. 
It 
runs from Dante, Va., to Spartans- 
burg, S. C., a distance of 240 miles, 
over the highest 
mountains and 
through the most fertile valleys. 
I 
boarded the train at Johnson City. 
The officials got me a chair and put; 
it on the rear end of the last coach 
so that I could get a better view of 
the mountains than anywhere else. 
They charged me three cents a mile 
fare and could well afford to furnish 
an old chair to sit on 
This road was 
only recently opened and it now es- 
tablishes a connecting link, long de- 
sired, between the middle west and 
the Carolinas 
It was a little expen- 
sive to build, costing $30,000,000 to 
build 28 miles over the Appalachians, 
the Cumberland and the Blue Ridge 
Mountains, there being seventeen 
tunnels in eighteen miles and some of 
these right long. 
The grades are 
very light and at one place you can 
look around and below you and see 
the road at four places where you 
have come around the points of the 
mountains 


Ovei eveiy mile of the distance 


from Dante, Va , to Spartansburg, S. 
C , right in the very heart of the cot- 
ton producing and 
manufacturing 


districts can bo tound scenery to m- 
teiest the traveler. 
To cross many 
ravines 
between 
these mountain 


ranges necessitated the building of 
tiestleb over a 
hundred 
feet 
in 
height 
Timber for wood-working indus- 
tries ot all kinds exists in unlimited 
supply all along the entire length of 
the road. Some points of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains range to a height 
of over four thousand feet, while 
peaks from Grandfathers and Roan 
Mountains exceed six thousand feet 
in many places, and to those of jour 
readers seeking scenery as well as 
lest, I cannot recommend a more de- 
lightful place than at some cosy farm 
house along the C. C. & O. R. R., 
•\vhich is one of the best constructed 
roads in the United States.

BURNING THE DEAD. 


<A Custom That Can Be Traced Back 


to the Earliest Ages. 


Cremation has been practiced by 


most of the nations of the earth from 
the earliest ages, and, although in pa- 
gan countries It may have taken tne 
form of flre worshiping, there can be 
ao doubt that Its adoption by the an- 
cients was for the most part prompt- 
-ed by other than religions reasons 
Greeks ascribe Its introduction ro Her 
Allies, who, having sworn to transmit 
the 
body of Argus to his farlier. 


-thought this the most convenient way 
o£ fulfilling his promise. According io 
Homer, the burning of the dead was a 
common practice among the Greeks 
long before the Trojan war. but the 
earliest record of it is among the 
Scythians, who Inhabited the vast re- 
gion known under the name of Tar- 
iary. Slender accounts handed down 
•concerning the manners of some of the 
-.ancient natives of Hindustan also al- 
lude to the custom. The idea of puri- 
fication by fire was In all ages univer- 
sal, and with good reason. Some be- 
lieved that the body was unclean after 
the departure of the soul, and it was 
therefore deemed necessary that it 
should be purified by fire. Ovid ex- 
pressed the general opinion of his time 
•when he said that the soul was not 
•completely separated from the body 
•until the latter was consumed on the 
pyre. The Athenians invariably after 
.;i battle burned the slain. 


"WHIPPED BY 
MACHINERY. 


-Automatic Floggers Used by Several 


European Armies. 


Automatic flogging machines are In 


use among the military forces of sev- 
eral .European nations." For many 
years the whipping was always done 
by soldiers under the command of an 
officer, and the punishment varied, ac- 
cording to the personal relations sub- 
sisting between the soldier and his vic- 
tim. 
It was to correct this disadvan- 


tage that the flogging machine was in- 
•vented. 


The machine is automatic in action, 


.and as soon as the culprit is fastened 
In position a spring is tightened or 
Hoosened.to gauge the exact force of 
the blow. A pointer is moved over a 
Hal to the requisite number of strokes 
-tr.d the mechanism is started. 


With perfect regularity the victim's 


back is scourged by the throngs, the 
'handle of the whip being moved by a 
-screw device after each stroke so that 
the lash does not fall on the same spot 
throughout the punishment. 


Each blow is of uniform severity, 


-and as soon as the required number 
•has been given the machine comes to 
-a rest, and the offender is released, 
with the assurance that "the exi.-jt pun- 
ishment ordered has been meted out 
io him.—Harper's Weekly.

Text of the Lecson, Matt, xv, 21-28. 


Memory V«r*e*, 21, 22—Gclden Text, 
Matt, xv, 28—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
This chapter begins with a question 


from the Pharisees, "Why do Thy dis- 
ciples transgress the tradition of the 
elders?" to which Jesus replied, "Why 
do ye also transgress the command- 
ment of God?" Then He added, "Ye 
have made the commandment of God 
of none effect by your traditions," 
quoting from the prophet Isaiah con- 
cerning those whose worship is only 
from the mouth and lips, while their 
hearts are far from God (Isa. xxix, 13; 
Ezek. xxxiii, 31). Paul tells Xis that 
even the wisdom of words (he must 
mean the human wisdom of men's 
words) may make the cross of Christ 
of none effect (I Cor. i, 17). So between 
mere outward form and the wisdom 
of man the gospel would seem to be 
greatly hindered, and yet our Lord is 
not discouraged (Isa. xlii. 4). In a 
lesson which we are soon to have we 
will hear Him say, "Let wheat and 
tares grow together till the harvest," 
but in verse 13 of this chapter He 
warns us in these words: "Every plant 
which my Heavenly Father hath not 
planted shall be rooted up." Let 'us 
see to it that we are Indeed "trees of 
righteousness, the planting of the 
Lord, that He may be glorified" (Isa. 
Ixi, 3). 


I cannot help thinking that from 


such religious formalism and hypoc- 
risy our Lord went away into 'the 
coasts of Tyre and Sidon to be re- 
freshed by some real faith, for, know- 
Ing all things and all people, He knew 
what He would find where He was 
going, and we 'do not read of any 
other result of this visit except the 
healing of this woman's daughter. 
-This incident is found only here and 
in Mark vii, where we read that He 
entered into a house and would have 
no man know it. That would lead us 
to think that He came aside, possibly 
for physical rest as well as the re- 
freshment from the faith of a gentile. 
This woman, whose daughter was 
troubled by an unclean demon, having 
heard of Him, came and fell at His 
feet and besought Him to heal her 
daughter. Note that she heard of Him. 
The questions keep ever coming. Are 
any hearing of Him through me? Are 
my life and testimony all for Him? 
flight some others hear if I was will-" 
ing to go or more self denying in or- 
der to help others to go? The apostles 
are again in evidence with their "SOL:!! 
her away, for she crieth after us" 
(verse 23). It is so much easier to 
turn down the many appeals for help, 
just to be let alone. 
So few of us 


seem to learn to live wholly for oth- 
ers, for the good we can do rather 
thau the good we can get. The Hc.ly 
Spirit needs to have more full control 
of us.

He was never anything buUove, 
and love is kind (I Cor. xiii, 4). The 
most that we can ever say is, "Well, 
I do not understand." But we must 
implicitly trust Him. In this case He 
was no doubt preparing her for thj 
blessing He was ready to bestow. Bte 
said to the disciples, "I am not sent 
but unto the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel." 


Her next appeal is simply "Lord,

This does seem to our ears almost too 
much to bear, but lie will never tij 
us too much (I Cor. x, 13).

Con- 
trast the 1-ttlo faith of the disciples 
in Matt, vi, 30; viii, 2G; xiv, 31; xvi, S, 
and let us have faith in God, the faith 
that faints not, doubts not, wavers 
not, but clings bellovingly and expect- 
antly (Matt, xxi, 21, 22). In order to ask 
In faith we must remember John xv. 
7, and I John iii, 21, 22. So much is 
meant by abiding, keeping His com- 
mandments and with a clear con- 
science doing the things that are pleas- 
Ing In His sight.. Then we must re- 
member also Jas. iv, 2, 3, lest we ask 
•miss.
